Woods can be used for many purposes: promote events, promote businesses, trade 
discounts, celebration of life milestones, party favours, and much more. They can 
be particularly useful to help charitable and other good causes. I recently was surf- 
ing the net and discovered "pocket sponsor wooden nickels" 1n support of addic- 
tion recovery. The Pocket Sponsor® wooden nickel was originally developed to 
promote their book, The Pocket Sponsor, which is a meditation book for 24/7 sup- 
port. The token proved to be so powerful at helping people during the HALT mo- 
ments and so useful for sponsors that requests for them soared. They now sell for 
12 cents each in lots of 100 but are given out free to those in recovery. They suggest "Put YOUR phone 
number on each token for your sponsees or newcomers!", as a quick and easy way to keep the contact 
info handy. Business cards get crumbled and misplaced easily, but a wooden token in the pocket is useful 
to rub as a reminder, but to also read to make contact. The wooden tokens last for years, whereas the pa- 
per cards are easily trashed. "The Pocket Sponsor Wooden Token 1s a great way to carry the message and 
gives the newcomer a constant reminder to call you before they pick up". They come with the Pocket 
Sponsor® message "Don't drink or drug" above the line for your phone number and on the other side is a 
recovery slogan that they won't soon forget. Use these as your "desire" tokens in helping those in recov- 
ery! They are also available as key chains. The term "Pocket Sponsor®" is a registered trademark. It 
may not be used or reproduced on any commercial or non commercial items or projects. All rights are re- 
served. It is a wonderful term and if you or your group want to use it on something, they will likely work 
it out with your group. Freedom from addiction to alcohol and other drugs is a reality for millions. Re- 
covery from addiction happens every day in our neighbourhoods, our communities and our country. 
Clean and sober people are all around you — they are at your workplace, at church, in your day-to-day 
life. What's call the recovering community is a rich group of diverse individuals — drawn together by our 
common pursuit of a happy life and of another day without a drink or a drug. It made me proud to see nu- 
mismatists using their wooden token hobby to help others, and made me try to think how could I produce 
a wooden token with a message to help others. How about you, how can you utilize your knowledge of 
the hobby to help others?
